The W agner case cam e to the a tte n ­ 
tion o f the officials before Proseeu- 
. to r Stevens w as in office* and one o f 
the --purposes of t lie inquiry, it was 
sta te d was to acquaint the sta te 's 
atto rn e y with the fa c ts in the case.

that he had prescribed beer for Mrs. 
W olter about two y ea rs ago and a d ­ 
m itted that he w as a t the W alter’s 
home last S a tu rd a y when he again 
prescribed beer. 
The state showed 
this was three days a fte r the last 
raid. 
In the final 
argum ent 
the 
sta te pointed «nit th a t if Mrs. W al­ 
ter was the only one using the beer 
that from th a t time it w as received 
and until the time the police m ade 
the raid she would have consum ed 
about forty bottles in one-half day. 
Mrs. W olter spoke out in protest at 
this statem ent and was 
told 
she 
might take the w itness stand. 


The sta te brought out that in ta k ­ 
ing out tin1 government license W ol­ 
ter gave his occupation as a retail 
liquor dealer and the state ( (intend­

Acts of Recent Legislature Are 
Explained by Expert, John A. Lapp 


(This is the third of a series of 
articles prepared

the Bureau of Legislative in f nna- 
tion, explaining the new state laws.

Two laws of great 
interest 
to 
hankers in the state were enacted 
at the present session of the legis­ 
lature. 
One provided that 
any 
private 
bank, state hank or national bank 
shall have fiduciary powers similar 
to those exercised by Trust com­ 
panies. 
The law provides that they 
may accept any and all trusts and 
give authority for the president and 
cashier to accept such trusts in the 
name of the bank. 
The second law provides for a 
charter board consisting of the gov** 
ernor, secretary of state and the 
auditor of state. 
This 
board 
is 
authorized to pass upon the financial 
standing and character of the or­ 


ganizers and incorporators of any 
bank and the public necessity for 
such a bank in the community iu 
which it is sought to be established. 
H ereafter any person proposing to 
establish a bank of discount and de­ 
posit, savings bank or loan, trust or 
safe deposit company 
must 
make 
application to the charter board and 
if upon examination the board finds 
the financial standing of the incor­ 
porations to he good and that there 
is a public necessity in the commun­ 
ity for such a hank or company, the 
board may grant a charter. 
If how­ 
ever, the hoard finds adversely on 
either of the questions, they may re­ 
fuse the charter. 
Severe penalties are attached to 
any person who attempts to do a 
banking business 
without 
securing 
the approval of the hoard. 
I he bill lias an emergency clause 
and the law, therefore, went 
into 
effect the day it was signed.

Now that teachers pen sion act has 
been made in to law in In dian a, the 
teachers of Rush coun ty outside the 
city of Rushviile, or those in the 
city , each of which con stitute a un it 
may petition for admission to the 
operation s of the fun d in case a 
majority of the teachers in either 
un it desire it. 
It is n ot kn own here 
whether the teachers will take ad­ 
van tag e of it, but it is n ot thoug ht 
likely they will take an y vote ou the 
matter at least un til they have fam­ 
iliarized themselves with the statute. 
The law provides for the e*tab- 
ilishmen t of a state teachers’ retire­

state.

vote is a strong argument for giving 
them the right,

is 
another

Acts of Recent Legislature Are 
Explained by Expert, John A. Lapp 


(This is the third oi' a series of 


articles prepared 
for 
the United 


Press by John A. Lapp, director of 
the Bureau of Legislative Informa- 
tion, explaining the new state laws. 
Editor.) 


Two laws of great 
interest l<> 


bankers in tlie state were enacted 
at the present session of the legis- 
lature. 


One provided that 
any 
private 


bank, stale bank or 'national hank 
shall have fiduciary powers similar 
to those exercised by Trust com- 
panies. 
The law provides that they 


may accept any and all trusts and 
;ive authority for the president and 
cashier to accept such trusts in the 
name of the hank. 


'I'he second law provides for a 
arter board consisting of the gov- 


ernor, secretary of state, and the 
auditor of state. 
This 
board 
is 


authorized to pass upon the financial 
standing and character of the or- 


ganizers and incoi-porators of any 
bank and the public necessity for 
such a bank in the community in 
which it is sought to he established. 


Hereafter any person proposing to 


establish a bank of discount and de- 
posit, savings bank or loan, trust or 
safe deposit company 
must 
make 


application to the charter board and 
il' upon examination the board finds 
the financial standing of the incor- 
porations to be good and that there 
is :i public necessity in the commun- 
ity for such a bank or company, the 
board may grant a charter. 
It' how- 


ever, the hoard finds adversely on 
either of the questions, they may re- 
fuse the charter. 


Severe penalties are attached to 


any person who attempts to do a 
banking business without .securing 
the approval of the board. 


The bill has an emergency clause 


and the law. therefore, went 
into 


effect the day it was signed.

Now that teachers pension act has 


been .made into law in Indiana, the 
teachers of Rush county outside the 
city of Rushville, or those in the 
city, each of which constitute a unit 
may petition for admission to the 
operations of the fund in case a 
majority of the teachers in either 
unit desire it. It is not known here 
whether the teachers will take ad- 
vantage of it, but it is not thought 
likely they will take any vote on the 
matter at least until they have fam- 
iliarized themselves with the statute. 


The law provides for the estab- 


lishment of a state teachers' retire- 
ment fund to be applied in the pay- 
ment; of annuities to persons en- 
gaged as teachers 
in 
the 
public 


schools of the state after thirty-five 
years' service, twelve years of which 
may have been in schools outside the 
state. A disability clause also is in 
the bill. 


The following schedule is provided 


for: Thirty-five years , $000 a year; 
thirty-six years, $020; thirty-seven 
years, 
$o'4U; thirty-eight 
years, 


$000; 
39 years, $680; 40 years, 


$700. 


The following schedule applies to 


teachers who are retired for dis- 
ability: Twenty-five years of service 
$350 a year; twenty-six years, $375; 
twenty-seven years, $400; twenty- 
eight years, $425; twenty-nine years 
$450; thirty years, $475; thirty-one 
years, $500; thirty-two years $525,;' 
thirty-three years $550; thirty-four 
years, $575. 
Allowance would not 


be made for less than one-half of a 
school year for disability. 


The retirement fund is to consist 


of a permanent fund, to be made up 
of gifts, grants devises and bequests 
in money or other form, which the 
board of trustees may be authoriz- 
ed to receive a current fund; tobe 
made up of all interest on invest- 
ments or deposits of permanent or 
current 
funds, 
assessments 
on 


teachers' salaries and semi-annual 
apportionments from the 
proceeds 


derived from the state school tuition 
tax, of such 
additional 
amounts, 


as arc sufficient to meet all annuities 
benefits and other expenses in ex- 
cess of funds derived from the two 
above-named sources. 


The control and management of 


the retirement fund is to be vested 
in a board of trustees, to be compos- 
ed of the following: The state su- 
crintendent. of public instruction, the 
auditor of state and the attorney- 
general, who shall be ex-oOicio mem- 
bers of the board; two other mem- 
bers would be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, the appointees 
to be 
from, 


different counties. 


Under the bill the state is to bic 


divided into units, as follows: Each 
city with a population of 5,000 or 
more shall constitute a unit, each 
county 
of the 
state 
shall con- 


stitute 
a 
unit and each pub- 


lic state normal 
school supported 


by public money and devoted to the 
preparation of teachers shall con- 
situto a 
unit. Any unit 
in 
the 


state could come under the provision 
of the act whenever a majority ot 
the school officials in the unit peti- 
tioned for admission. 


Every teacher coming under 


provisions of the act is to be assess- 
ed on his or her salary for 
the 


school year as follows: For the first 
fifteen years of teaching, service, $1C 
a year; for the next ten years, $21 
a year; for the next ten years, $25; 
and for the remaining years of ser- 
vice, up io and including the fortietl 
year, $20 a year. No assessment is 
to be collected' fro in teachers after 
forty years of service. 


The'stale treasurer is to be the 


custodian of all moneys, papers ant 
securities belonging to the fund.
